very little active shoeing going 
on today. 
Mr. Dery has the only "smithy" 
left In the business in Escanaba.

"It costs 
us more lives each year." he said, 
"than were lost in the World war 
and costs more than two a half 
billion dollars than it costs for law 
•enforcement. 
We all 
know 
the 
Juuae of accidents today but what 
- 
are we going to do about it? 
The 
drivers of automobiles are respon­ 
sible. 
We must have speed but J 
speed in its self Is not responsible 
when It comes down to the indi­ 
vidual drivers. 
Better than 80 per 
cent of our drivers don't know what 
to do when on the highway or in 
the city. The introduction of safety 
education in the schools has re­ 
sulted in the saving of 75.000 lives 
since it was instituted in 1922. 
Scavarda declared that we were 
confronted with the problem of law 
enforcement and laid the blame 
with our law enforcement officers 
of our state and county. 
“If you 
shoot a man with u shotgun they 
put you in Jail. but lf you run one 
down with a car it’s coming to im 
now that they give you a medal." 
he asserted. 
"The fact is that it 
1h regarded as unavoidable and the 
offender receives the sympathy of 
the police, sheriff, prosecuting at­ 
torney and most of the community. 
If you come right down to the basic 
facts the offender is Just as guilty 
and sometimes more so titan he 
who bus committed the most ma­ 
licious kind of a murder. 
Because 
they did not intend to do it the 
officers take it as an excuse. 
Only 
three of every hundred accidents 
that 
happen 
ale from a direct 
cause. 
In closing, Mr. Scavarda admon­ 
i s h e d tile officers in attendance to 
remember "that a crippled child 
is a cripple for life." 
William Fellow', of Bossemer, as­ 
serted that the present method of 
arresting a person for some trivial 
offense and throwing them in Jail j 
or in prison was ult wrong and not 
the ultimate end of law enforce 
ment. He recommended taking first 
offenders aside and giving them 
a "talking to,” pointing out the seri­ 
ousness of their errors instead of 
trying to build up a good record by 
sending in a great number of ar 
rests und convictions. 
"W hat we 
need today in law enforcement," he 
said. "is just plain ‘horse sense’ and 
greater cooperation 
between 
the 
public and the police officials." 
in referring to the younger peo­ 
ple the speaker said that he hoped 
the men would get together and do 
for their boys what their wives 
huve done for their girls. 
Most 
men in prison today, he said, are 
under the age of 25 years und most 
of Hie crimes committed are under 
the age of 21. 
He urged the men 
to take their Jobs in life more seri­ 
ously and give to their boys and 
girls what is Justly due them.

Is taking care of our Juveniles, he 
declared.

lug. Tile so-called "Newberry cut­ 
off" to bridge the loop made by 
M-28 when it dips down into the 
village, is now being constructed 
This cut-off starts at the curve on 
the stone mud east 
(if 
Robert’s 
Corners and goes on west to Join 
with M-28 ut the 
Pelletier 
Hill 
west of the town. 
Newberry avenue is a part of 
the north and south road through 
the county amid leads into as fine 
resort and sport country as can be 
found anywhere In the state. The 
plan approved by the village is to 
widen the pavement 
from 
the
